Copy of a Letter from D , Lieutenant of the Marine Ar- 
tillery in the Fort of Pharo, at Alexandria. 
18 sRuMAIRE—nov. 8. 

We have juft received the news that the inhabitants 
of Cairo and its enyirons, had rifen again{t our troops, 
at the inttigation of fome Englifir emiflaries ; that the 
French were obliged to fire cannon apon the infurgents ; 
that in a fiort time four thoufand.of them were killed, 
and thnt the others returned to order, and fubmitted to 
General Buowararte in perfon. 

The garrifon of Alexandria obferved, on the very day 
of the inftrrection at Cairo, that the Englith veffels be- 
fore that port made a multitude of fignals to induce the 
inhabitants of Alexandria to rife ; but the people 
here did not make the lealt movement, the garrifon ce- 
ing conftantly under arms. ‘They a¢ted prudently, for 
a great number of them would have been killed, if they 
had they followed the example of Cairo. 

After the iniurrection at Cairo, a contribution of two 
millions was levied.

There has jult arrived at- Cairo, a part of the Nu- 
bian caravans which- brings every year male and female 
flaves, tamarinds, oftrich feathers, and gold duft; the 
greateft part of the caravan had afready arsived at 
Suyent, one of the principal cities of Higher Egypt; 
but from the ridiculous reports which have been’ {pread 
by the fugitive Mamelukes in Saayd, -hat the French 
killed and eat their enemies, the Numidian merchants 
returned-to Syenne. Thofe who remained at Suyent, 
waiting for boats to follow their companions, received 
fuch .information from Caito, that they were indu- 
ced to go there ; the reft were not long in following :
